identified. This completes the casual- 
ties so far as known at present 

The firm employed from twentv to 
twenty-five men and boys, and carried a 
stock of ill 0,000 worth of fireworks, and 
$50,000 to *«(),000 worth of fancy go >d.\ 
which is well insured. A large portion 
of the stock is ruined. During the firs 
the discharge of fireworks sounded as if 

a battle was in progress. Occasionally 
a rocket would snoot out of the win- 
dows. The Interior of the building was 
completely ruined, but the wails are left 
stain ling. 

The employes were largely foreigners, 
and known to the firm by their first 
names only, and this fact may add to 
the difficulty of ascertaining whether 
or not there are any other bodies in the 
building. The cause of the fire is not 
known. 

A later investigation shows five lives 
lost, two boys missing, and one msvu 
probably fatally injured. The dead are 
Samuel Cord, C. r. Callahan. Thomas 
Paine, one unidentified man, one un- 
identified 1k>v. Fatally uiurcd. Charles 
Alltel t Gage* Missing"lohii E. Ander- 
son and Charles Policy, both l*>ys.

At 
Milw aukee continued wet weather re- 
tards, and business is rather quiet at 
Kansas City, and outside of speculative 
operations and : lie iron trade, it is gen- 
erally dull at Philadelphia, but marked 

improvement is noted at nttsburg, a id 

in a less degree at Cleveland The de- 
mand for money is rather active there, 
but generally very moderate, with col- 
lections not* on the whole, peroeptibly 
better. 

Bains have decidedly improved crop 
prospects in the northwest, bo that great 
hopefulness tinges all commercial re- 
ports from that section, and the demor- 
alization of rail rates is commonly sui>- 
poeed t<> promise butter returns to farm- 
era, while the difference in cost of trans- 
porting eastern products to western con- 
sumers is already considerable through- 
out the region north and west of Illi- 
nois. Lake and canal rates have also 
1 11 reduced, and are near their mini- 
mum. 

Better prices for iron are reported at 
Pittsburg, at Philadelphia, and to some 
extent here, the advance on many kinds 
of pig iron being about fifty cents p< r 
ton. But northern No. 1 can still be 
bought here at *l(i.50 to $18, and south- 
ern No. 1 at $10.25 to $17 tier ton. The 
markets for manufactured products an 
stronger and higher, but there is a feel- 
ing of doubt whether the improvement 
will hold after the orders have been 
placed which result from recent destruc- 
tion of property by floods. In coal, re- 
cent hopes have not Ix-eli realized. It 

is even stated that the heading com- 
pany has not received a single 1 order at 
the late advance, and sales below the 
schedule are rejiorted at Philadelphia. 
Copper is unchanged. 

Wool is rather stronger, 104 quotations 
averaging three-tenths of a ,cent higher, 
and manufacturers in some lines buy 
more hopefully, but in many others (In- 
state of the dry goods market is still 
given as a good reason for buying no 
more than enough for immediate re- 
quirements. 

Wheat has been advanced lj| cents, 
with sales of 00,000,000 bushels here for 
KM week. But this speculative move- 
ment seems to take no account of the 
fact that wheat and flour equivalent to 
about 40,000,000 bushels in excess of a 
minimum stisrk will probably remain 
from the last crop July I, to be added to 
a new supply, which now promised to 
exceed all requirements for the next 
year. 

Corn is one-half and oats three-fourths 
cents higher, for no other reason than 
because wheat advances. Cotton has 
declined one-eighth, with sides of 480,- 
000 bales in a week, which is more thau 
double the entire stock at all ports. A 
long expected break in coffee lowers the 
price one and one-fourth cents with 
sales of Ut)0,000 bags. But the price is 
still fifteen cents for December options, 
against nine and one-half cents a year 
ago, and OOSTSSOW wonder that the pub- 
lic does not buy. Pork, lard aud hogs 
are a fraction lower, sugar unchanged 
for this weak, and leather half a cent 
higher for some grades. 

The general tendency of prices has 
been slightly upward but the advance 
averages only one-eighth or 1 per cent, 
for the week. 

The heavy shipments of gold this 
week ure a surprise to many, aud are at- 
tributed by some baukers to the needs 
of the Bank of France and the large ex- 
penditures of Amerioans at the exposi- 
tion. But the balance of foreign trade 
has for months been so heavily against 
this country that no such explanation of 
gold shipments is necessary. For June, 
thus far, merchandise exports from \, w 
York are 10 per cent, higher than last 
year's, with imiiorte somewhat smaller, 
but even these changes would leave a 
heavy excess of imports over exports to 
be met by shipments of securities or 
gold. At present the temper of specu- 
lation does not encourage the belief that 
foreign buyers will take railway securi- 
ties largely. On the contrary, demoral- 
ization of rail rates is likely to be fol- 
lowed by foreign sales. The stock mar- 
ket is a little lywer bu

THE JOHNS OWN DISASTER. 

Various Kventa Which Took Tlaee in the 
nsTssteseS niatrlct. 

JonxsrowN. Pa., June 22.- Yesterday 
the bu rge ss and several of the citizens 
of South Fork sent word M) Gen. Hast- 
ings that they were verv much in need 
of food and clothing. He at once sent 
an abundance of both to the town and 
will continue to supply it and other 
towns until assistance will no longer be 
needed. 

One hundred portable houses are ex- 
pected here hourly, and scores of car- 
penters will immediately go to work 
placing tham on their foundations. The 
utmost expedition will be used in order 
to induce people to become domesti- 
cated again. The methods of erecting 
these houses is simplicity itself, and 
they can be put together with astonish- 
ing rapidity. The nouses will be erected 
after the most approved sanitary princi- 
ples, on sites recommended by the state 
board of health. 

The erection of one hundred two 
story frame business house.-, on the pub- 
lic square was begun yesterday. By 
the 1st of July a goodlv number of these 
houses will be ready lor their tenants 
As soon as these buildings are in shape 
for the purposes intended, a committee, 
appointed by couuoil will take charge of 
them and distribute them by lot among 
the business men. 

Property owners in the city, real and 
personal, thus fur report losses aggre- 
gating *2.0()0,000. 

The bodies of twenty-seven persons 
were taken from various places of the 
wreck yesterday, In a cellar near the 
Presbyterian church a family of six per- 
sons was found.

Daniel 8 toner of Altoona, came to 
JolMistown yesterday aud dropped dead 
while looking at the body of a relative 
taken from the ruius at the viaduct He 
was 05 years old. 

After a consultation between Gen. 
Hastings and Miss Clara Barton, the 
Red Cross society decided to transfer 
their headquarters now at Maxhara to a 
lot near Gen. Hastings' headquarters. 

The force of men at work has lieeu re- 
duced to 2,000. and it is thought the re- 
sults will be more satisfactory. All the 
ringleaders of the strike have lieen paid 
off, and have left the town. No further 
trouble is anticipated

The defeat in Pennsylvania was followed 
a few days after by the repeal of the pro- 
hibitory amendment in Rhode Island. 
This amendment had been in force since 
18S6. 

The Democrats of Fleming heartily en- 
dorsed the nomination of S. G. Sharp 
for State Treasurer, and the administra- 
tion of Governor Buckner, pledged them- 
selves anew to the cause of t iriff reform 
ami nominated J. L. Markwell for Repre- 
sentative.

Chicago. The evidence adduced before 
the Chicago grand jury will be sub. n i t- 
ted here. 

Burke was spruced up oonjidatablj 
and looked better than he did in lb* po- 
lice station. He took the proceedings 
as a matter of course, and did not ap- 
pear to evince any interest therein. 
Chief McRae says Burke's intellect is 
dull and that he is not capable of show- 
ing auy feeling. 

When Martensen passed down tli I 
line. Burke stood twentieth, with his 
hands in his pocket* and his eyes 
averted. Martei sen glanced quickly in 
his face, marked his number on a slip 
of paper and parsed on, examining the 
faces of the other men. After com- 
pleting the investigation, he returned to 
where the officers and counsel were 
standing and held a w hispered a conver- 
sation. Counsal Howl waa heard to re- 
mark: "We are satisfied, we will not 
want anybody elae to identify the pris- 
oner, but be positive of the number.

The Grand Jury Kent on the <:»»•. 

Chicaoo, June 22. Further investi- 
gation of the Cronin murder has been 
postponed by the grand jury as a result 
of the accumulation of ordinary jail 
eases which require immediate attention 
in order that the prisoners might lx^ 
brought to trial within the term pgr*, 
scribed by the statutes. The crtse will 
be taken up again next week A num- 
ber of minor witnesses were examined 
yesterdav. including Robert Bruce, the 
private detective who says he waa offered 
a large sum of money to "slug" Dr. 
Cronin. 

Edward Spellnian, of Peoria, presi- 
dent of the whisky trust, and district, 
officer of the Clau-na-Gael testified con- 
cerning the disposition of the funds, 
the fears entertained bv Cronin that his 
life was in danger at the hands of Alex.

No evidence was 
taken. "V\ hen taken back to jail he was 
placed in the murderers' cage. Camp- 
bell will tight extradition to the last 
point.

After- 
wards they left the hotel in company, 
and up to a late hour had not returned.
